The water question is in no se nee a political issue; republicans and 


democrats are equally averse to drinking typoid germs if they exist in 


our water, and equally opposed to spending $75,000 for a water plant if 
none is needed. 


It has been said that the question is being improperly submitted; 


that we should have been given an opportunity to vote for or 
against a 


filtering plant and for or against some other system. 
It has been intim­ 


ated that the defenders of the filter plan had the question thus loose­ 


ly drawn because they feared that the word “filter" would assure 
the 


defeat of the project. If it is a fact that prejudgm ent of those in au­ 


thority is for a filtering plant the ba’iot should have been drawn to per­
